THE TELEPHONE BOOR. 


Politeness on the telephone cannot be 
described as a “lost art” because a great 
many people are polite when they use the 
phone, while those who are not probably 
never were and therefore cannot be said 
to have lost their politeness. 
It is extraor­ 
dinary how numerous the latter class is. It 
seems to be increasing daily, and it is high 
time something should be done about it. 
Some concerted 
and 
nationwide move­ 
ment should be started to check the wave 
of what may be described as “telephone 
boorishness.” 
- At one time the subject was discussed 
quite often, but we have seen few refer­ 
ences to it of late 
despite 
the fact that 
“telephone boorishness” has increased so 
greatly. Perhaps the reason why there are 
now so few protests is a widespread ten­ 
dency to take telephone boorishness as a 
matter of course. 
There are now so many 
telephone boors that it seems fruitless and 
vain to get indignant over 
their boorish­ 
ness. 
Apparently they do not know that 
there are 
such 
words 
as “please” and 
“thank you.” 
If the operatomgives them 
the wrong number and they interrupt some 
busy worker other than the person with 
whom they desire to speak, it never enters 
their head to express regret at the occur­ 
rence. 
They simply hang up the receiver 
usually with an exclamation of disgust 
An organized effort to correct this state 
of affairs should be started. 
In the mean­ 
while some of us cannot be blamed if, in a 
sense, we fight the devil with his own fire. 
This is not boorishness; but when we find 
that we are 
dealing 
with 
a 
telephone 


in doing away with some of his obnoxious 
habits. 
Possibly she could obtain injunc­ 
tions against his tucking his napkin under 
his collar, spilling cigar ashes on the rug, 
hoisting his feet while he reads and neg­ 
lecting to hang up his clothes. 
When the

The writ of injunction is ancient and 
honorable, having originated in the “inter­ 
dict” of Roman law. The circumstances in 
which relief will be granted 
have 
never 
been defined or limited by the courts which 
reserve their powder to 
grant 
the 
writ 
whenever they believe circumstances are 
justifiable. 
This practically eliminates the 
obstacles to the application of the injunc­ 
tion to domestic problems. 
The husband 
may find himself confronted by a judicial 
decree when he hangs his coat on the back 
of a chair. All that will be needed to make 
his subjugation complete will be a collar 
and chain.

of the war at that time. 
They were 
told of the victories and 
advances, 
but it is claimed that the disasters 
and defeats were n il iulljf revealed. 
Official 
England is said 
to 
have 
known for months 
that the w'rong 
kind of shells were being furnished. 
Lord Northcliffe knew' the?# 
condi­ 
tions because 
he bad 
visited 
the 
front on several occasions. 
He sent 
the military correspondent of 
the 
London Times, Colonel Replngton to 
France, and Repington sent and the 
Times pubiianed a despatch expos­ 
ing the situation and attributing the

This was followed by an editorial

Through his newspapers and peri­ 
odicals, Lord Northcliffe 
had

manded a more vigorous prosecution 
of the war. 
He attacked the govern- 
men for its failure in 
tho Gallipolli 
campaign and in Mesopotamia. 
He 
demanded that conscription be 
put 
into effect. 
Next 
he 
turned 
his 
journalistic guns upon T rem or IL II. 
Asquith, denounced the General War 
committee as a ’’town meeting" and 
demand a compact war cabinet. 
He 
supported Lloyd George in a demand 
for a small and efficient cabinet of 
w hich Asquith should not be a mem­ 
ber. 
Mr. 
Asquith 
resigned 
and 
Lloyd George succeeded him. 
Lord Northcliffe had pointed 
out 
that America was wise in remaining 
out of the war until Germany forced 
her to act. 
Because of his acquaint­ 
ance 
with 
American 
conditions, 
Lloyd George prevailed on him to ac­ 
cept his first public office, contrary 
to his resolution, 
and 
Northcliffe 
came to the United States as head 
of the British Alission in wnich he 
directed the work of some 50 offic­ 
ials and 10,000 assistants. 
For his services to the government 
in this and other respects he 
was 
made Viscount. 
Returning to Eng­ 
land he was offered the post of Air 
Alinister. 
This evoked a letter 
in 
which Viscount Northcliffe 
sharply 
critisized the British conduct in the 
w'ar. 
In declining to accept the posi­ 
tion, he declared, 
that 
while 
the 
United States was preparing 
with 
fervor and enthusiasm for the war, 
England 
wabbled 
for 
two 
years 
over conscription, w*as dallying with 
the question of unity of w'ar control, 
eradication of sedition, 
mobilization 
of the whole man and wonun power 
of the country 
and I ’troduct.on of 
compulsory food rations. 
“I feel that I can do better work 
lf I maintain my independence and 
am not gagged by a loyalty that I 
do not feel toward the whole of your 


demonstration,” he 
wrote 
to 
Mr. 
Lloyd George. 
He denounced 
the 
‘absurd 
secrecy 
about 
the 
war,” 
w'hich he said, was still 
prevalent 
and gave warning that “unless there 
is swift improvement in our methods 
here, the United States will rightly 
take into its own hands the entire 
management of a great part of the 
war. 
It will not sacrifice its blood 
and 
treasure 
to 
the 
Incompetent 
handling of the affairs of Europe.” 
Viscount Northcliffe, however, ac­ 
cepted the post of Director of Pro­ 
paganda in Enemy Countries and for 
the remainder of the war directed an 
organization in the nations which 
had agents in Germany and Austra­ 
lia and an extensive organization in 
the nations bordering on them. 
Turned Against Premier. 
With the armistice and the subse­ 
quent 
appointment 
of 
Winston 
Churchill as Alinister of Alunitions, 
Viscount Northcliffe who long 
had 
been hostile 
to Churchill, 
turned 
against Lloyd George and attacked 
him. 
This evoked from the Premier 
a 
scathing 
speech 
of 
criticism 
against the newspaper proprietor in 
the House of Commons. This inci­ 
dent was pointed to as in keeping 
with the previous attitude of North­ 
cliffe who, it was said, never failed 
to criticize friends ort foe alike, if 
he deemed their actions in public 
life justified it. 
In no country, it has been asserted 
did a man in civil life so constantly 
as Lord Northcliffe occupy the pub­ 
lic eye, or labor so consistently for 
his country and if s Allies and to 
bring confusion and defeat upon the 
Germans. 
Of the attitude 
of 
the 
British people toward 
him, it 
has 
been said “they hate bim and they 
admire him; but try as they 
may, 
they cannot be indifferent to him.” 
At the conclusion of the war he 
and Lloyd George were characteriz­ 
ed as the ‘two strongest personal­ 
ities in British life." 
Born In Chapelizod, Ireland. July 
15. 
1865, 
Alfred 
Charles 
William 
Harm8worth, Viscount 
Northcliffe, 
started his career as a subordinate 
editor in a publishing house w'riting 
answers 
to 
correspondents. 
This 
suggested to him a newspaper career 
w'hich Le embarked upon by publi­ 
cation of a weekly magazine called 
“Answ’ers.” 
Succeeding In this 
and 
other ventures in publication, 
he 
eventually founded the London Dally 
Mail, 
the 
first 
London 
morning 
new'spaper to sell for a half penny. 
He is said to have been the owner of 
some 60 periodicals having a circu­ 
lation of 20,000.000 copies. 
In 1888 he 
married 
Miss 
Mary 
Elizabeth Milner, daughter of Robert 
Milner, of Kindlington and St. Vin­ 
cent. 
One of Viscount Northcliffe’s 
brothers w’as Baron Rothermere 
of 
Hemstead, who with another broth­ 
er. Hildebrand, was associated with 
Vfscount Northcliffe in journalism.

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MEMORIAL TO BE 
ERECTED BY ELKS 


CHICAGO, Aug. 14.—(By the As­ 
sociated Press)—A circular building 
with. a giant dome supported by a 
ring of Grecian pillars, jedl be the 
main structure of the memorial to 
its war dead of the Benevolent and 
Protective Order of Elks to be erect­ 
ed in Chicago. 
The national me­ 
morial headquarters commision 
of 
the lodge which met in New York 
recently decided on this kind of a 
structure, and plans and specifica­ 
tions for the $2,500,000 home of Elk- 
dom will be drawn within the next 
few weeks. 
On either side of the huge me­ 
morial rotunda will be small wingj 
connected with the main building 
by porticos. 
These will held the 
offices of the secretary of the grand 
lodge and the ' editorial offices of 
the Elks magazine. 
The structure will be erected next 
summer and will be located at Drive- 
sey Parkway and Lakeview avenue, 
in the heart of a colony of beauti­ 
ful residences .and facing Lincoln 
Park. In the rotunda will be placed 
some memorial to the members of 
the lodge whto lost their lives dur­ 
ing the war. The nature of this ha* 
not been decided upon, according to 
Fred C. Robinson, the grand sec­ 
retary. 
"The buildings will be open to the 
public,” said Mr. Robinson.

The United States 
supreme 
court J 
will be called

probably for the first time in his­ 
tory, to decide the “color” of a man ; 
in the appeal of Takao Ozawa, Hono-1 
dulu, Japaese, who is attempting to 
gain American citizenship by natur- 
aiization, according to advices reach­ 
ing here. 
Upon the outcome of the 
test case rests the disposition of sev­ 
eral similar suits in which Japanese 
have attempted to become naturaliz­ 
ed. 
Ozawa contends that he is entitled 
to citizenship on the ground that he j 
has sought to mold 
his 
life along i 
strictly American lines in accordance 
with the best American customs and 
ideals, and on the 
further 
ground 
that he Is “white” and is eligible for 
citizenship under the law* which pro­ 
vides that only a “free w*hite person ! 
or persons of African descent of na­ 
tivity” may be naturalized. 
Ozawa’s efforts to obtain citizen­ 
ship began here several years ago. j 
The United States district court for 
Hawaii denied his contention and i 
this decision was upheld by the fed­ 
eral circuit court of the ninth dis­ 
trict of California. 
From this deci­ 
sion he appealed 
to 
the 
tupreme 
court. 
Ozawa contended 
that originally 
Japanese were of the white race. He 
traced the history of Japan several 
thousands of years to the Ainu tribe i 
and said that James M. Beck, solidi- j 
tor general 
of tha 
United 
States 
•state department had expre: sed the 
opinion that that particular branch 
of the Japanese n e e has character­ 
istics qf the Caucasian. 
Ozawa came to Hawaii when a 
young man and was educated in the 
American schools here. 
In one of 
the briefs submitted here Ozawa said 
teat he had taken special pains to 
educate his children 
in 
American 
public schools in order that they 
might become loyal American citi­ 
zens, citizen ship having been acquir- j 
ed by them through their birth on 
American soil. He said his children 
had riot been taught the Japanese; 
language and that “nothing pertain­ 
ing to Japan o r ‘the Japanese had 
been allowed tc creep into their daily * 
lives, education or their religion.”
